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Trans-Atlantics, Past and Present ... by Benjamin Dangerfield 


I've been working over the TA's (Trans-Atlantics) for several 
decades, (or perhaps you could say they've been working over me,) and 
I recently returned From six weeks in TA-Land. It seems a good time to 
reflect on those decades, and, to keep things up to date, I will include 
a rundown on the stronger stations heard during those 3 weeks in Turkey 
and 3 weeks in Belgium. Incidentally, this was my 15th trip across the 
Atlantic. I have visited Trans-Pacific areas on six occasions. 


This affair with the TA's began way back in the Thirties - but 
I mever heard any at that timel! I was a teenage Oxer, living in Pitts- 
burgh then, using 5 and 6 tube table model receivers hooked up to out- 
side longwires. I bought and read RADEX every month, including the 
reports of European reception, but I guess I just didn’t know how or 
when to tune for these stations. No one ever’ told me what those hets 
were. Oh, I did pretty well with West Coasters, Mexicans, Cubams, and 
some South Americans, but I had no luck with the TA'ts. I just assumed 
my receiving equipment wasn't good enough. But then, in October 1943, 
I had a really good opportunity to hear European medium wave radio sta- 
tions. First hand, that is, as a member of Uncle Sam's Army in England. 
In fact, I was able to listen to European’ and North African stations 


for almost three years, in England, France, Belgium, Garmany and Austria.. 


I shall always remember my first night in England, at Malvern 
in the Midlands. Our hut had a radio, and I heard my first medium wave 
BBC stations. But they had put all their transmitters on 5 reqular 
wavelengths, 3 carrying the Home Service and 2 with the Forces Program, 
and I had a hard time Figuring out which stations I was hearing, (Air 
raid protection, I believe.) There“#also a European Service, broadcast-~- 
img messages and news to the continent. (There still is!) I heard a 
lot of French, German and Italian speaking stations, but the most inter- 
esting was Radio Calais in France, where we heard Lord HAW-HA and Axis 
Sally playing Glen Miller records, and telling us what our girl friends 
back home were up to. There were also some low powered American Forces 
stations in England, most of them off frequency and causing bad hets. 


When our outfit reached Normandy, in the summer of 1944, the 
AFN stations had set up portable transmitters that followed the American 
forces all the way into Germany where they then became permanent broad- 
casters in places like Munich, Stuttgart, Frankfort and Berlin. At one 
time Paris had an AFN station, too. Wherever we went in Europe, we 
"requisitioned" high powered receivers, and I OXed whenever I had the 
chance, I also tried for U.S. stations, but got nowhere. When the war 
ended I sat in Germany for several months, waiting for the trip back 
home, and I had the time to compile a log of all the existing European 
and North African stations by frequency..By that time most of the war- 
destroyed transmitters were back on the air, and the 8BC hac shifted 
to its pre-war wavelengths. Two of the strong signals were from Radio 
Luxemburg and Algiers, but Hamburg and Cologne were quite good, too. 


I came home just before Christmas 1945, and you can't believe 
how good it was to hear WNEW 200 miles off the Viginia coast. From that 
moment on 1 tried to pick up those elusive TA's on my 1936 model 6 tube 
Philco from my new home in Wynnewood, Pa., a suburb of Philadelphia, 

But even with that log of stations I still heard no TA signals. Then, 

almost a year later, in December 1946, the opening finally came. I had 
put 2 and 2 together and decided that the hets I was hearing coincided 

with the frequencies of European stations. 


So I sat on them WEBS) one night in early Oecember when the het 
just below WABC-880 (now WCBS) became London-877 at the WABC 12:45 A.M. 
Sign off. Loud and clear! After that the TA's rolled into place. 
Clevedon on 1382, Lille on 1393, Toulouse on 913, Start Point on 977, 
Monte Carlo on 1456, and others. And on an afternoon a day or so later, 
Washford-804 at 4:30 P.M. The Clevedon station (20 Kw) and Washford 
(60 KW) were particularly satisfying because I had been stationed near 
their transmitters while at Bristol, England during the War. I didn't 
go for veries at that time, but I did write the 88C about my reception 
and got a nice letter in return. But as far as I knew, OX was a dead 
hobby. RADEX was no longer publishing and I didn't know about the NRC 
or any other radio clubs. 


Twelve years went by, and I had married, fathered three children, 
and bought a home in Wallingford (between Philadelphia and Wilmington) 
before I resumed foreign OXing. _Inspired by an article on OXing the 
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World by C. M. Stansbury in an early fall 1958 edition of Radio-TV 
Experimenter, I dusted off my Philco and went outside and put up a 75 
Foot longwire. I also joined the National Radio Club (mentioned in the 
article) in October. And there they were, on new frequencies, the TA's 
from Europe and North Africa along with the LA's from Central and South 
America. And now I began to verify the stations and count the countries 
verified with a passion that eventually netted me 423 stations in 119 
countries. But 187 of these stations and 66 of these countries were 
verified TA's, and that's what I'm writing about. 


Ouring the first couple of years of my OX “rebirth" I logged a 
fair number of these stations, either from late afternoon until early 
evening, or from about midnight to 2:30 A¥, and on occasions, in the mid- 
evening hours. Here are some of the more consistent signals from those 
years (195a, 1959, and early 1960). Keep in mind that this was a period 
of maximum sunspot activity making for relatively infrequent TA reception. 
LA's were much more commonly heard.

The * stations were heard most often and with good signals. Note that 
only 3 stations used more than 200 kilowatts, and there none over 400. 
Just compare these with some of our present day monsters! 


Ouring the rest of 1960 and in the years 1961 and 1962, reception 
of TA's was getting better and better, and in January 1962 I acquired 
the HQ-180 which I still use. The low powered stations in Spain and 
Portugal somewimes sounded like semi-locals, and I'm talking about 
Powers of five kilowatts and less. Countries further away, like 
Sweden, Norway, Romania and Yugoslavia, were being verified. And as for 
North Africa, by 11-6-62 I had veries from Oran, Aligeria-1304, Agadir, 
Morocco-935, Batra, Egypt-818 and Tunisia-962. Also, in 1962, I logged 
and verified South Africa-638, Senegal-1538, and Ivory Coast-1493, In 


1963 some of the interesting catches included Lithuvania-665, Iraq-764, 


Niger-1511, and Liberia-650. Note the’increasing distances and the low 
Frequency stations now being heard. But the peak conditions came in 
1964 and 1965. This was a cycle of minimum sun spot activity. We were 
picking up more TA's on more nights, and they were starting to come in 
From mid-afternoon (sometimes) until the wee hours of the morning. 


Back to September of 1964! Tunisia-629 was logged one evening 
at 7:00, and Oahomey~1475 came in beautifully from 1:30 to 2:30 A.M. 
Sept. 21st brought me 10 kilowatt Radio Caroline atop 1520 ke. at 1:00 
A.™. with only slight QRM From KOMA, and 10 KW Sierra Leone-1200, in 
clearly after WOAI's sign off at 2:00 A.M. A nice vefie letter from the 
2ngineer at Radio Caroline (North) advised that they were transmitting 
just off the Isle of Man shore. Also from September 1964 was a good 
log of Radio Oes Vallees, Andorra, on 818 kes. One evening in October 
I had East Germans on 692, 728, 782, 904, and 1043, all strong, along 
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with at least Five other East European countries. (wouldn't it be fun 
hearing them now!) Also, BBC-647 and Hilversum-1007 were coming in 
most nights with $-9+ signals, On Oct. 31st, Sofia, Sulgaria~827 was 
local-like from 4:30 to 5:00 P.”, Qn the same afternoon I heard 
Seirut, Lebanon-836 for the First time clearly behind a very loud Nancy, 
France. Subsequently, Beirut would be heard often up to 7:00 P.M. 
Lvov, Ukrainian S.S.R. was an evening regular on 935 kc. Un 11~-1-64, 
Damascus, Syria came through at 5:00 P.™. on 786 kc., and on Nov. 4th, 
Yerevan, Armenia-863 was logged between 9:00 and 10:00 PM for the First 
of several receptions. 


I'll never forget the evening of 11-7-64 when from 7:45 to 8:00 
J logged thé Tceland stations on 665 and 737 behind Lisbon and Barcelona, 
respectively. Y‘y verie letter from Iceland indicated their power was 
only 5000 watts. Still in November, West Berlin-854 was a new one from 
12:00 midnight to 1:00 A.™., and on 11-23, the BBC stations on 1214 kc. 
were still coming in well at 4:05 A.M, 


December 1964 was full of goodies including Radio Veronica-1562 
broadcasting From a ship off the coast of Holland. Very strong. 12-26 


was Sweden night, for no less than five Swedish stations came through 
between 10 and 11, topped by Stockholm-773 with an incredible signal. 

Bn 12-29-64, with local KYW off the air on a Tuesday morning, Kalundborg, 
Denmark and Cagliari, Sardinia were heard almost simultaneously on 1061 


kc. after 1:00 A.M, The Cagliari verie letter remains one of my favorites, 


1965 started out with more of the same. On 1-5, Vilnius-1106 and 
Kaliningrad-1115 were excellent around 10:00 °.M,, Leningrad-1124 was 
heard at the same time, and just a little bit later, Talinn, Estonia 
on 1214. BBC-1214 wasn't AN then. On 1-11-65 I verified Radio Caroline 
South-1495 from an early September report. 1-23-65 was good for a log 
of Porto, Portugal-1367 in the early evening. Then on March 15, 1965, 

I noted the Wales Regional transmitter very strong on 881 at 1:30 AM, 
with WCBS off. Still in March, South Africans were heard Clearly around 
11:05 PM on 845 and 908 kc, mixed in with Rome-845 and (I guess) East 
Germany on 908. Same evening at 11:30 PM, Thessalonika, Greece-791 

was coming through. © 3-19-65 brought very strong signals mid-evening 
from West Germans Stuttgart-575 and Frankfort-593. 


In the fall of 1965, Algiers-548 and 890 (behind WLS) were 
heard easily on a September evening. Poland-1304 was fine at 7:50 PM 
on 9-14- 5. And on Monday morning, Sept. 27th, I made a detailed report 
of the new Radio London-1133 from 1:00 to 2:00 AM. On 10-1-65 it was 
Mali-1416 between six and seven in the evening in French. The dial was 
Full of strong TA's on Monday, Oct. 18th after 1:00 AM, and they included 
Stavanger, Norway-1313 and B8C-1151, C5B-30 Portugal on 1169, but the 
most exciting was Vigra, Norway on 629 at 21.20. 4nd then eseBBC North 
Ireland on 1340 behind local WHAT from 2:00 to 2:30 AM # Tuesday 10-19 
brought more good loggings around 7:00 PM from Lebanon-836. This station 
no longer exists. A week later a new one was Radio Peninsular, Madrid- 
989, at 2:00 AM. On 11-6 it was Radio Saar, West Germany-1421 dominat- 
1420 kc. at 12:30 AM/ Also good that November was a low powered BBC 
station on 1484 ke. at 3:00 AMZ On 11-15 at 10:00 PM it was Kiev-1169 
and Moscow-872 - weak but readable. Brno, Czechoslovakia-953 made it 
through WPEN splatter at 11:00 PM on evening. On 11~25, Mali, now on 
1428, cam in again at 1:00 AM, On 12-20-65 Portugal on 665, 755, and 
782 was good as late as 4:00 AM. 


In January of 1966 another Syrian, on 746, was logged at 7:50 
P.M., and in February, Radio Scotland on 1255 kc at 7:30 PM. It was my 
Fifth offshore station, all of which had relatively low power but good 
Signals, I guess being at sea made their signals carry so well. The 
only other one was Radio 270 (English) heard March 1967 on 1115 kc., but 
never verified. 


After the spring of 1966, TA reception fell off sharply, never 
really, to return to those levels of the mid-1960's. The sun spot 
minimums of 1975 and and 1986 certainly brought better conditions, 
but not as intensive. I did manage to log and verify Malta-1554 in 
1969, Libya-1124 in 1971, Mauretania-1349 in 1972, Israel-737 in 1973, 
Turkey-1016 in 1974, and’ Saudi Arabia-1521 in 1979, Incidentally, in 
the 70's I took down my long wires and began using loops from the SI-1 
and SM-2 to the present Sanserino. I wish I could have tried it in 1964! 


: The past decade has brought few TA Bpenings as reports to IDXO 
will attest. But I must confess, I do not get up each Monday A.M, like 
I once did, and I seldom stay up late at night to look for those rare 
ones, and when I do, either the reception is awful or the dial iscover- 
ed with an impossible buzz. The current season (1989-1990) seems to he 


—— 


typical of the present state of foreign OX. Weeks with practically no 
TA's; few splits of any kind; often no hets; almost every frequency a 
jumble; some Cubans; little else. What is wrong - beside the increas- 
ing sun spots, round the clock overcrowding of all frequencies, uncon- 
trollable electrical interference, and maybe me? 


Well, for starters the European stations have changed. The 
megawatters are squeezing out the smaller quys. No small number of 
countries are decreasing AM broadcasts in favor of FM service. And quite 
a number of transmitters are directional, protecting themselves as well 
as targeting their signals to certain areas. Some of the larger stations 
change patterns and directions, and some, like the French, operate an 
irregular hours. All this decreases the number of available signals. 


The past fall, while travelling in Turkey and Belgium, I did 
spend a little time - between sightseeing trips - checking on what was 
being heard. I used my pocket size Sony IC?F-4910 which can bring in 
the signals sharply, including on occasion, stations over 3000 miles 
distant. The list that follows includes the more often heard stations 
with good signals. 25 years ago, most of these probably would have 
made it across the Atlantic, and perhaps there is still a chance for 
some of them this OX season. I have merged my loggings for Turkey and 
Belgium, by Frequency. Belgium is before / and Turkey if after /

The / stations were heard from Turkey, but most of the Italians 
Yugoslavians, and Albanians were heard from hoth Turkey and Belgium.

Among the above, some of the real powerhouses are Finland-963, Yugoslavia- 
684 & 1134, Sweden-1179, Norway-1314, and Poland-1503. Also, Radio Moscow 
is relayed on 1143, 1323, and 1386 ***, all powerhouse stations. Of course 
the Albanians are, too, and Luxemburg-1440, and Monte Carlo-1467. * Refers 
to the Istanbul stations on 702 and 1017. Soth are weak in other sections 
of Turkey, and sound like there may be more than one transmitter on each 
frequency, as if each station were interfering with itself). **Refers 
to the French “B" network, These stations go off.the air around noon, 
return in mid-evening, but sign off about 2200 GMT, I was able to hear 
25 countries from Turkey and 38 from Belgium. No North Americans, 
because I never tried at the right time of the morning. Was too tired to. 


So let us hope the TA reception may return to us once more. If 
not this season, maybe in a few years, but please, let's have some of it 
soon! This year we will be taking trips to Malta, Hawaii, Fiji, Tonga 
and Western Samoa. I should pick up some interesting stations to make

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Comments on G. Maynard’s Synchronous Detector ... by Wayne Heinen 


‘After reading articles by Graham Maynard on his Synchronous Detection circuit for the R-390A in both 
“Hollow State Newsletter” and NRC’s “DX NEWS”, I decided to check out this inexpensive mod totheR-390A. 

Parts were mostly from my own junk box with the trimmer caps being purchased at Radio Shack, 2 for $ 
1.98. The initial results were very encouraging. I’m using the second circuit from HSN Vol 19, page6 (NRC “DX 
NEWS” Vol. 56, No. 28). 

Iused Graham’s technique for constructing C1 and mounted all other components on a piece of perf board. 
The ground connection was made by fastening a spade lug to a mounting screw located just under the “Gain 
Adj” pot (R519). lused #14 solid wire which allows the light weight perf board assembly to “float” just to the 
right of R519. For ease of installation, I used a test socket tomake my connection at Pin 1 - V505. The adjustments 
of C2 and C3 were rather critical, but, after peaking them three or four times, I did obtain -16 to -18 volts at the 
diode load terminal with the circuit locked on a local signal. I have mounted an old inexpensive Radio Shack 
VOM next to the RX with permanent connections to the diode load terminal and ground. In order to fine-tune 
the Iock on the carrier, I adjust the BFO oscillator with the BFO control instead of using the kHz tuning knob. 
As the signal locks on, the voltage abruptly swings from -10 to -12 volts up to the -16 to -18 volt range. 

When drifting occurs, wide swings of the meter are observed and a fluctuation in the audio is heard. By 
adjusting the BFO oscillator control slightly, Ican usually maintain the lock on the frequency. 

My experience has had an important effect. It has introduced me to a world of better audio and therefore 
easier-to-understand DX on BCB at a price that I could afford. 

I’m using a Motorola PTO, (R-390A/URR Motorola Manufacture SN #1050) with this basic circuit. Imen- 
tion this because certain model PTO’s will work better with Grahams first circuit than with thesecond circuit. 
The first circuit is reproduced below. For some comments on the various PTO’s and which circuit works best 
with which PTO, you can check HSN Vol. 19 Pg 7. I, however, recommend experimenting. I am having far 
greater success with Graham’s second circuit, although others have reported more success with his first circuit 
in units with the Motorola PTO. , 

[have observed that the amount of drift, and consequently the period of time that the circuit maintains the 
lock on the channe,l differs from band to band. This is probably due to crystal stability in the IF oscillator 
crystals. (See Dallas Lankford’s comments HSN #19 Pg 7). On the BCB bands, I am able to maintain the lock 
between 5 and 10 minutes. This is after a 15 minute warm-up of the receiver. I have maintained the lock for as 
longasa half hour during extended DX sessions. A commentis a recent letter from the circuits designer Graham 
Maynard: “Thave found that the R390A has massive thermal inertia and can not be considered “warmed up” 
until it has been running 2 or 3 hours. My own sets maintain synchronous lock for days. I have replaced all of 
the inaccurate or “drifty” cyrstals and made sure all the oscillator tube pins and socket conatacts were good 
and clean and made it a point of NOT using the ovens.” . 

Ihave noticed good results on obtaining more intelligible audio from crowded channels. A few recent log- 
gings of graveyard stations from Texas were due in part to the synchronous detection mode. With it off the 
Pain, was jumbled; with it on, and locked to the frequency, there was a distinct improvement to the intelligi- 

ility. 

Allin all, the circuit for the price is EXCELLENT. It certainly will allow R-390A users a chance to experi- 
ment with synchronous detection at an affordable price, as opposed to plunking down a quantity of money for 
a synchronous detection unit prior to seeing if the technique is viable for your listening requirements.

ERRATA CORRECTIONS to Graham Maynard's Audio AVC Module ... by Wayne Heinen 


In arecent letter from Graham, he asked me to pass along a correction to the schematic of the Audio AVC 
module (DXN Vol. 56 No. 28). He stated that in making his final drawing of the schematic for “DX NEWS” both 
D-2 and D-3 were reversed! If it’s built as shown, it won’t work. Simply reverse the diode configuration with 
the cathode ends connected to terminals 10 and 13 and the anode ends to the base of TRI. This is the way the 
circuit diagram should have read. Although I have not tried this mod yet, it is on the my list. hope to have 
further reviews of this and other mods in the future. My thanks to Graham for his fine work on these R-390A 
mods and for keeping us informed.

Don called to tell how he was hearing a number of Cuban 
stations that night, including some powerful ones on 830, 1040 and 1100 khz. 


Don’s call suggests a theme for this month’s column: paralleis. A previous 
colunm noted the various shortwave ~- mediumwave parallels that exist. I’d 

like to point out that there are plenty of paralleis within the mediumwave 

hand alone. 


First, foreign broadcasters often transmit the same programs on different 
frequencies. Cuba is famous for this, with ever-changing networks of 
stations, not only Radio Téino, but also Radio Reloj, Radio Progreso, and ; 
Radio Rebelde, as well as smaller provincial networks. When Cuba is coming in 
strong t have teen able to log as many as a half a dozen new stations simply 
by getting an IN on the loudest one on a clear channel and then digging for 
the rest on regional channels. Radio Reloj is perhaps the easiest with its 
tell-tale morse code "R-P" ID punching through the interference every mirute. 
Haw many ather stations do you know that ID every minute? 


Cuba is just the beginning. CARACOL, a Colombian network often has the same 
news and sports progiams on different channels at night. In October I heard 
CARACM on 1040, 1100, 4170 kiloherta. I’ve also noted the same sports 
program on different Portuguese stations as well. Many have heard Anguilla’s 
englis!) language Carihbean Beacon on out-of-band clear channel 1410 kilohertz, 
but have you tried for the Beacon’s outlet on 690 khz? Whenever I’ve heard 
them on both frequencies they’re in parallel. Jamaica has two networks that 
can be heard on several frequencies at once; most of them on US clear 
Channels. We are fortunate that Don is planning a trip to Jamaica and we can 
hope that he will provide us with same detailed program information from these 
stations upon his return. 


Sometimes a number of parallels operate on the same frequency, such as those 
from Spain on 1584, but its often difficult to get a local ID. My logbook 
shows "Spain" only on this line, meaning T have no idea which one it was I 
heard. In fact, I was hearing at least two 1584 outlets, because they were 
fading in and out at different times. Jim Herkimer of Caldonia, NY; however, 
heard a local ID from one of these synchronous transmitters some years back, 
so it is possible. 


Second, American and Canadian sports events are often broadcast over networks 
of stations. I had fun last August with the Los Angeles Dodgers baseball 
network list, which allowed me to tentatively ID a number of stations that I 
could plan to dig for at jocal 1D time. The sports networks that you see 
printed from time to time in DX News are not just there for sports fans. but 
are a helpful set of clues for the DXer. I have a Sony ICF-2010 portable, 
which allows me to punch all the Dodger frequencies into 32 memories, and then 


I start hunting. 


You will notice many of the same talk 
shows across the dial at night. These 
are the most frustrating parallels of 
all, because they could be from 
anywhere, and more than a few seem to 
forget to ID on the hour, and almost 
all, in my experience, fail to ID on the 
half hour. The tell-tale hint of 
frustration to come is when an announcer 
informs listeners that it is so many

WEFMJ radio signal sold 


WHOT-AM will broadcast on stronger 1390 frequency 


John A. Grdic, general manager 
of WFMJ Broadcasting Co., and 
Myron Jones, CEO of WHOT Inc., 
announced jointly Thursday an 
agreement for purchase by WHOT 
Inc. of the WFMJ radio facility. 

Subject to approval by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
the sale includes certain of the radio 
station assets and the FCC license 
to broadcast with 5,000 watts at 
1390 kilohertz. . 

The WFMgJ cal! letters are not 
included in the sale and will remain 
with Channe) 21, WFMJ-TV. 

Upon FCC approval, WHOT-AM 
will switch from 1330 to 1390, which 
will provide higher power and a 
greatly increased listening area for 
WHOT-AM. The present WHOT- 
AM 1336 facility will be sold. 

According to Bill Glover, WHOT 
vice president and general manag- 


er, “The transition from 1330 to 
1390 will obviously take some time 
to accomplish. It’s a complicated 
engineering feat that both facilities 
will have to work together on ac- 
complishing. : 


“For awhile we will be running 
both radio stations together, but it's 
too soon to know the technical 
plans. Obviously we are going to 
take the facilities, the 1390 frequen- 
cy and the transmitter of WFMJ 
over and we're going to operate it 
as WHOT. Since that will take some 
time, in the interim we will be 
simulcasting the WHOT-FM on 
WHOT-AM.” 

Transfer of the station and sale of 
WHOT-AM 1330kHz facility is ex- 
pected to take several months. 

The new AM 1390 station will 
feature the call letters WHOT-AM

1390, and a new nostalgic music 
format similar to the present WFMJ 
format.

John Kanzius is president of 
WHOT Inc., and Dick Thompson is 
the station’s operations manager. 

The WFMJ radio station was 
granted its license April 22, 1938, by 
the FCC and was ready to go on the 
air by Sept. 7, 1939. At the time of 
application, permission was given 
to construct the new station to 
operate on 1,420 kilocycles and

Hello again from Hawkeyeland. As we close out this decade, I have to look back for just 
a moment at how much the band has changed in the brief 84 years that I've been on the 
dials. I suppose the first thing that comes to mind is the glaring fact that clear 
channels have gone by the wayside in such a short time. I have in my possession the 

NRC Canadian/American Night Pattern Book, dated 1980. On 650-only WSM. On 700-just WLW 
(did you see the article in Broadcast Engineering magazine where WLW was orininally 
authorized to operate with 500kW in 1934?!!--ajm). On 840-the only thing there is WHAS. 
On 1040-only WHO. On 1200-just WOAI. The upper clears, however, have undergone the most 
drastic changes, especially the "magic'’ frequencies of 1570 and 1580, which just sound 
like mud nowadays. Granted, the PSSA powers granted to some of the regionals have 
provided some amazing catches (my best ig still KAPB-1370 Marksville, LA, at 40 watts from 
over 400 miles), but some of those channels are now, for all practical purposes, grave-~ 
yarders. Formats have also gone through dramatic facelifts. Ten years ago, the idea of 
all-business, all motivational, all-pickled beets recipes, all-Zager and Evans, etc., 
would have been laughed at. Now specialty formats and satellite services are the in 
thing as we head into the 90's. Some unfinished business from 1989: 1) At the NRC get- 
together in Topeka, I brought along some copies of "Hot Tips and Targets," a bulletin 
published by a now-defunct club called DX mid-America, which I was in the process of 
resurrecting.

PD Leo Isaac showed me the station's FM (EZL and 100% automated) and then the 
AM (C&W hours from Philadelphia SR to local SS) operations and then it was down US 31 to 
South Bend, where I met GM Debbie Mueller for a tour of WAMJ-1580 (all talk, hours from 
0500-1100, and whose 3-tower array in Mishawaka protects CBJ and nobody else). Finally, 
westward on US 20 to Michigan City and a look-see at WIMS-1420, home of one of DXing's 
most interesting QSL cards! According to GM Ron Miller (who also does a midday talk 
segment), the CLs stand for "Wonderful Indiana's Michigan Shores," but could just as well 
say "We're Indiana's Music Station." Their 6-tower N-S lineup is easily visible for 
miles. Finally, I was homeward bound. Overall, a very fun weekend. November highlights 
from one year ago: auroral cx on the 7th wiped out KSTP-1500 and brought in three stations 
from AR, LA and OK on that channel. In the short time I've been QSLing, I've sent out 
125 reports and have received 75 veries, for an even response of 60%. That's all for now. 
Merry Xmas, Happy New Decade, 73 and so long from The Farm.

Paul's suggestion of Muses on how DxXers can help stations was rather timely for me because 
of a recent contact with KAKS-1550 Canyon TX. Jeff Tynan first noted the problem during 
an SSS DX Session on 11/9/89. Very distorted audio on 1565 and 1535. After some 
monitoring and taping both of us agreed it was KAKS. Since I was off the next day, I 
called KAKS and spoke with General Manager Greg Heitzmann and alerted him to the problem. 
I told him I'd drop him a tape and he said he'd get an engineer on the problem. About a 
week later, I received a verification letter that read in part "Thank you very mich for 
your phone call, letter and tape of Classic Kiss 1550. We are currently in the process of 
fixing that problem. Your information is greatly appreciated..'" The last line: "Thanks 
for your help.'"" Currently, I'm in contact with Pearl O'Reilly of KFRR-1150, Englewood. 
Basically the same problem. Very serious sideband splash and spurs at 1166 and 1134. I'm 
continuing my monitoring and have been assured that all the reports for both KJIM and KFRR 
calls will be answered, but currently, they're rather busy with the problem at hand. When 
the problem is cleared up, I think they'll return the favor. My first encounter with real 
station/DXer relations was in 1984. KGYN-1210 in Guymon, OK had blown the STL 22kHz filter. 
I had a PPC from them from years back, signed by GM T.M. Raburn. I wrote a nice letter to 
him outlining my recent receptions 22kHz above and below 1210. In return I received a 
nice long’ letter. It started off "First let me say thank you very much for calling my 
attention to the improper radiation we were emitting." It went on to explain why they 
hadn't noticed the problem and what they did to correct it. The last line was ''Again, my 
sincere appreciation for your notification.'' "As I noted above, we probably would not 
have caught it until the FCC did." Shortly after this encounter, I started to get v/s 
info of form letter veries signed by Mr. Raburn. Prior to this, only PPC veries had been 
received from KGYN! (Mikee ran a copy of my KGYN letter back in a 1985 issue of DX News.) 
This only goes to show "What goes around, comes around!" 'Nuff said. 73.
